The {pirited conduét of the Ifland of St Chriftopher’s, ia 
railing fo cunfiderable a fubfeription for extra bounty-aic- 
ney to feamen, to affitt and reinforce Admiral Rodney, is 
an example which all the othcr iflands were eniulous of fol- 
Jowing; fo that there is little doubt bat our fleet on that 
ftation will be fupplicd with whatever they may happen to 
fall hort ofa co:nplement during the campaign.

with which the author has enlivened the whole, place it in 
fo eminent a degree above every competitor, that it may be 
impartially pronounced to be the Prince of Pantomimes.

as he is ring to. put his, purpofe in practice, the Genius 
of ode sppenis and addrefles him; Harlequin begs 


the will not break the thread of his argument, and tells her, 


fo much nonfenfe has been lately put into his mouth at the 
winter Theatres, that he is determined to few it up, and 
fpeak no more ; he adds, that if half the Members of both 

oufes of Parliament, and all the members of debating fo- 
cietiea, would follow his example, the public would be in- 
finitely obliged to them. The Genius.of Nonfenfe afks him, 
if he ‘conceived the Town was more entertained at his mum- 
mery, than fince his mouth had been opened’!

The Genius of Nonfenfe announces her tittle, and 
bids Harlequin forbear his purpofe. Harlequin. is much a- 
mazed, and fays he had always confidered Genius and Non- 
fenfe to be irreconcileable terms; to which the Genius re- 
plies, “ Quite the contrary ; it requires a great deal of ge- 


. mius to give nonfeafe fpirit.” She then gives Harlequin an 


account of herfelf, and fays, before the Reformation the had 
always prefided in the Church; that, from that period to 
the Revolution, fhe had thifted her patronage, engroffed the
